THE  SECRETARY’S  REPORT  ON  THE  ONE 
HUNDRETH  ANNIVERSARY  OF  THE 
tOUNG  PEOPLE’S  ASSOCIATION  OF  THK 
BAPTIST  CHURCH. 

April  5,  1982. 

Dear  Friends:  We  are  glad  to  wel¬ 
come  you  on  this,  our  one  hundreth  anni 
versary. 

Let  us  glance  back  over  the  100  years  of 
our  existence  as  an  organization.  On 
April  5,  1882,  a  few  of  the  young  people 
of  our  church  met  at  the  house  of  Pastor 
Simons,  and  organized  the  Young  Peo¬ 
ple’s  Sqcial,  Literary,  and  Musical  Amu 
ation,  and  elected  She  following  officers: 
President,  Mr.  F.  B.  Stone;  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent,  Mr.  Jas.  C  Brown;  Secretary,  Mr. 
Chas.  G.  Russell;  Treasurer,  Mr.  Henry 
S-  Rassbach;  and  also  a  number  of  other 
members  to  act  with  them  as  an  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee.  Of  the  above  named 
officers  none  are  now  living,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  6f  Treasurer  Rassbach,  who  is 
present  to-night,  bearing  bis  load  of  119 
years  with  the  same  cheerful  spirit  that 
has  always  characterized  him. 

As  a  society  we  have  made  great  prog¬ 
ress.  Our  meetings  during  the  first  twenty- 
five  years,  of  our  existence  were  held  in 
the  Church;  we  then  built  a  two-story 
frame  building,  with  which  were  con¬ 
nected  a  library  and  reading  room;  by 
voluntary  contributions  enough  money

Last  night  1  attended  a  woman  suf¬ 
frage  banquet  held  in  one  of  the  rooms  in 
Tremont  Temple  b  lilding— or.  more  spe¬ 
cifically,  1  sat  in  tl  e  gallery  for  25  cents 
and  ate  some  banai  as  while'  the  real  ban¬ 
queters  sat  below  fc  r  75  cents'  and  feasted 
on  cold  tongue,  hat  i,  chicken  salads,  cof¬ 
fee,  ices.  strawl»erri<  s,  etc. 

After  thee*  vjanc  s  were  disposed  of  we 
had  “  the  feast  of  eason  and  the  flow  of 
soul" — cold  water  toasts.  Julih  Ward 
Howe  presided.  and  James  Freeman 
Clarke  made  the  ojx  ning  address, a  review 
of  some  of  the  arg  unents  presented  by 
the  remonstrants  against  woman  suf¬ 
frage.  He  began  by  hanking  these  remon¬ 
strants  for  telling  1  s  why  woman  should 
not  vote— and  so  g  ring  us  something  to 
talk  about— *s  it  n  quires  a  great  deal  of 
thought  to  find  out  why  ‘a  just  govern¬ 
ment”  does  not  ‘f  res  t  on  the  consent  of  the 
governed"  women  ns  well  as  the  governed 
men.  He  ended  ai  aid  great  applause  af¬ 
ter  haring  shown,  at  least  to  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  hi#  auilie  ace,  that  the  reasons 
offered  by  nfuionst  ants  against  women’s 
voting  were  much  ii  i  favor  of  it.  He  said, 
in  the  courae  of  h  s  remarks,  that  the 
only  consistent  rei  lonstrant  he  knew  of 
was  a  woman  who  efused  to  sign  the  re¬ 
monstrance  because  she  believed  “women 
should  not  have  anything  to  do  with 
politics."
